Mr. Solenberger, general secretary 
o! the Pennsylvania Children’s Aid 
society, opened his address before 
j the 18 board members of the county 
j society present Monday evening by 
explaining 
how 
the 
first 
welfare 
work was started in 1882. 
At that time, he said, most of the 
; communities In the state had visit­ 
ing 
com m ittees 
that 
toured 
the 
almshouses, jails and other public 
institutloas helping wherever they 
could. 
It was not long after this begin­ 
n in g th a t Governor Robert Patter­ 
son signed a bill that prohibited the 
placing of children in almshouses 
for a period longer than 60 days, the 
state secretary said. rx hen was start­ 
ed the movement to put the children 
in private homes. 
Gradually, Mr. Solenberger said, 
due to the difficulty of getting the 
children to schools from their scat­ 
tered homes in tTiP cSHnty, the chil­ 
dren's home began to take shape. 
However, it w*as not long until the 
! persons Interested in the welfare of 
I children realized that the youngsters 
progressed better in private homes, 
I due to the chance for personal at­ 
tention and a closer example of 
; home life than is passible in a chil­ 
dren's home, he explained. 
The child 
welfare societies not 
only are

children, but they also are striving 
to help parents keep their families 
intact, the speaker said. 
He pointed

Harrisburg. April 4 (AP) — A reso­ 
lution by a Berwick representative 
for a legislative inquiry of the P enn­ 
sylvania Interscholastic Athletic as­ 
sociation awaited action by the house 
today. 
Eckley Hoyt, Columbia county’s 
single representative, introduced the 
resolution Monday night with a ver­ 
bal barrage aimed at Edm und W icht, 
P.I.A.A. secretary, and a suggestion 
th a t 
the advisability of bringing 
schoolboy sports under the super­ 
vision of the state D epartm ent of 
Public Instruction be studied. 
The resolution asserted th a t W icht 
"has shown gross arrogance and a 
disposition to punish any school sys­ 
tem th a t dares to protest or oppose 
his high-handed and arbitrary de­ 
crees.” 
W icht w'as not immediately avail­ 
able for comment. 
There was no m ention in the re­ 
solution of Berwick’s recent refusal 
to play in the P.I.A.A state basket­ 
ball eastern finals but sports circles 
weighed the words in the resolution 
as significant. 
W icht had asserted th a t Berwick’s 
refusal to pay on the date assigned 
m ight make them liable to suspen­ 
sion.

Lower Merton in the eastern finals 
and the latter in tu rn bowed to 
Homestead for the state title. 
Berwick high school authorities 
had requested a day’s delay in the 
gam e because of injuries caused by 
a heavy schedule.

GARLANDS OF HAPPINESS 
H 
ONOLULU, T. H. — The first greeting, as your ship nears Its dock 
at Honolulu is a double one — a greeting ot song and of flowers. 
The song — its famous Aloha, and its flowers — the H awaiian traditional 
lei. 
By the time passengers are ashore their throats and shoulders are 
a mass of these fragrant garlands, woven by native Hawaiians, and pre­ 
scented by friends who m eet the ship. 
The lei early became a symbol of the H aw aiians’ love of beauty and 
of their friendliness, they being children of nature, and living in a land 
of abundant flowers of almost endless varieties. 
Probably inherited from 
the early Polynesians, the custom of the lei today is one of tile mo6t 
beautiful forms of expression th at the Hawaiians use to prove their love, 
their welcome to the newcomer, and their farewell to the one who leaves. 
The departure of a ship from port is one of the m ost dram atic and 
colorful sights th a t I have ever seen. The band and native singers fill 
the very air with Hawaiian music — ending with Aloha. 
As the ship’s 
signal for having is given, the side from end to end is a lacework of color, 
and every deck is crowded with passengers w ith their heads buried in 
a nest of leis which friends have given. A great m any tears drop to those 
lets. as the visitor regretfully moves homeward to the m ainland. 
But, as 
Diamond Head is passed, many leis are strew n upon the returning waves 
of the sea — significant of the return of the ones who cast them. 
It is interesting to w atch the natives weave these garlands of flowers. 
I saw one th a t was unusually large th a t had taken over 300 carnations, 
though the average is about 70. 
Thirty gardenias m ake one lei, and 
about IOO blossoms are used for the ginger lei. 
One of the most delicate 
in flower an d fragrance is the pikake or jasm ine. 
The average price 
for the finest lei is fifty cents, though many sell for less, at the ship’s pier. 
All through the streets of Honolulu you see these G arlands of H ap­ 
piness. School children, visitors, clerks, and even truck drivers, wear them 
as a symbol of joy in this happy land. Guests to hotels walk to tne clerk's 
desk literally buried in these colorful and fragrant leis, each one an Aloha 
from some thoughtful friend. 
At dances they are worn instead of the 
m ainland corsage. Some are very long and drape the shoulders of women 
like strings of pearls. 
This beautiful and wonderful lei habit is unique, for H awaiian soil 
gives forth its flowers continuously throughout the year — and in abund­ 
ance and variety. 
People leave Hawaii wearing an invisibile lei about 
them hearts forever!

Geared to wartime speed, the Army 
is ready to start factories producing 
J the 3,000 new warplanes and other 
| munitions authorized in the $358,- 
j 000.000 expansion bill just signed by 
(President Roosevelt. 
Assistant Secretary Louis Johnson 
said today that contracts with nu­ 
merous manufacturers would be com­ 
pleted just as soon as the first funds 
becom e available. 
In the interest of speed, the Aj-my’s 
entire procurement system has been 
streamlined. 
The 
bill 
which 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
signed 
Monday 
night 
at 
Warm 
Springs, Georgia, provided authori­ 
zation for major phases of the $562,- 
000,000 defense program. The actual 
money must be made available in 
separate legislation, now before the 
senate after passing the house virt­ 
ually without opposition. 
The first planes ordered, officials 
said, will be giant four-motor bomb­ 
ers such as tile existing 20-ton “fly­ 
ing 
fortresses,” 
probably 
several 
hundred 
modern 
attack 
bombers, 
able to speed some six miles a 
minute, 
and 
even 
faster pursuit 
planes. The exact numbers of each 
type are confidential. 
A start will be deferred on planes 
to be used in training 20,000 college 
students annually as pilots.

Coroner R. W. Moore said he knew 
nothing about the death until after 
burial. 
The physician who treated 
the boy refused to comment as did 
Slleo school board members.
